Overcrowding 

Experience  has  shown  that  it  would  have 
been  wiser  for  Victoria  to  have  waited  until 
after  the  Christmas  rush  period  before  re- 
moving any  street  cars  in  the  city.  1 he  , 
shopping  and  the  commuters'  peaks  coming 
at  the  same  time  are  placing  an  intolerable 
load  on  the  bus  services  at  the  rush  hours, 
and  obviously  there  are  not  yet  enough  buses 
to  absorb  these  loads.  It  is  a prevalent  sight 
in  the  rush  hours  to  sec  successive  buses  pass 
up  groups  of  watting  passengers,  because  they 
are  already  full  to  the  last  standing  inch  of 
space.  Overcrowding  is  rife. 

Under  such  conditions  it  is  extremely  dif- 
ficult to  judge  what  the  final  picture  may  be. 
Had  the  change  over  been  made  in  the  New 
Year  much  of  this  congestion  could  have 
been  avoided,  and  presumably  more  buses 
would  have  been  available  then.  One  is 
aware  that  the  city  was  pressing  for  the  initi- 
ation of  the  new  franchise  system,  which  was 
supposed  to  have  gone  into  operation  on  SF|T-  , 
tember  1.  On  the  other  hand  if  the  operat- 
ing company,  retarded  by  the  strike,  was  not 
ready  to  make  the  cha^c  no  useful  point 
was  served  by  forcing  the  issue  and  bringing 
■bout  conditions  for  which  the  community 
was  ill  prepared. 

As  matters  stand,  while  much  may  be 
excused  due  to  the  abnormal  l^jffic  loads  of 
the  season,  the  new  bus  system  is  commencing 
under  a definite  handicap.  A proportion  of  ( 
the  buses  in  use  inside  the  city  are  too  small 
for  the  work  they  arc  being  required  to  do, 
and  a number  of  them  are  very  poorly  venti- 
lated. Bus  types  which  were  designed  for 
rural  feeder  services  arc  at  some  points  being 
used  in  heavy  urban  traffic  on  what  were 
formerly  mam  street  car  routes.  Obviously 
there  will  be  congestion  and  dissatisfaction 
under  such  circumstances.  It  will  remain  to 
be  seen  what  the  new  system  settles  down  to 
after  the  Christmas  period  is  over.  Certainly 
this  is  not  yet  the  “convenient  and  adequate 
public  transit  that  the  public  was  promised 
when  the  new  franchise  was  issued. 

Waterworks 

Whatever  it  docs  about  its  waterworks 
system,  this  city  dots  not  need  to  be  niftWd, 

It  owns  arid  possesses  the  ground,  the  catch- 
ment basin  and  the  means  of  supply,  all  of 
w hich  it  paid  for  out  of  its  own  hard  cash. 
Moreover,  this  water  will  be  essential  to  the 
city  itself  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past.  Add 
to  that  the  fact  that  the  city-owned  system 
produces  revenue  of  between  $500,000  and  ■ 
$600,000  per  annum,  and  its  value  as  an  asset, 
very  clearly  can  be  seen.  It  may  be  that  the 
citizens  one  day  will  decide  to  share  that 
as6ct  with  others  on  a just  and  reasonable 
plan,  but  we  have  not  arrived  at  the  point 
Where  a crisis  in  any  form  has  arisen 

To  the  cited  alternatives  of  selling  the  sys- 
tem to  a joint  water  board  at  a figure  to  be 
determined  by  appraisal,  or  of  borrowing 
$6,000,000  to  do  all  of  the  needed  exten- 
sions and  improvements  immediately,  there  is 
of  course  middle  ground.  It  is  obvious  that 
any  utility  which  earns  a revenue  of  more 
than  half  a million  dollars  yearly  on  an  out- 
lay of  several  million  dollars  is  paying  its 
own  way  very  handsomely.  In  such  a con- 
dition. conceding  the  necessity  of  bringing 
the  system  up  to  increased  capacity  needs, 
the  City  should  have  small  difficulty  in  fi- 
nancing any  bond  issue  it  might  need  for 
waterworks  extension.  If  necessary,  the  City 
itself  could  pledge  part  of  its  waterworks 
revenues  for  the  retirement  of  such  fresh  debt, 
and  it  would  be  self-liquidating  debt. 

Even  before  that  course  was  reached,  the 
precise  needs  of  the  waterworks  system  will 
separate  into  portions  a good  deal  smaller 
than  $6,000,000.  Mr.  Stewart,  the  con- 
sulting engineer,  estimated  the  first  portion 
ofYhe  work  at  SI. 500. 000.  Although  he 
has  revised  his  ultimate  figures  now.  he  has 
not  changed  his  engineering  survey  of  the 
■yslrm,  which  stands.  I here  were  things 
9 to  do  now.  other  things  to  do  at  a later 
period,  and  the  remainder  when  public  need 
occurred.  Now  there  is  the  Cleveland  report. 

We  believe  that  a majority  of  Victoria 
citizens  would  be  in  favor  of  a joint  water 
board.  The  only  point  we  arc  making  here 
it  that  the  City  is  in  a favored  position  there 
and  not  under  any  necessity  to  sacrifice  or 
compromise  this,  a chief  asset.
